In our Sophomore year William (Billy) left us to join the army and Harold Nightin- 
gale joined us to make a total of twenty intelligent looking pupils. This was the year we put 
on our one act play entitled ‘‘Kidnapping Betty’’. Those that were in it were: Germaine, 
Teddy S., Delos, Harold, Dorothy S., Doris, and Lucille. It was a big success, There was 
only one student that took up Declamation this year, Ruth. Those that were in band this 
year were: Delos, Donna, Lola Mae, Dorothy S., Margaret Hettinger, Ruth, and Lucille, 
Scholastic honors went to Germaine, Margaret Hettinger, and Lucille. Teddy S., Loren, 
and Anthony were members of the Athletic Association. Doris was again cheerleader. 


Now twenty of us were brave enough to come back to our Junior year and then we 
lost two members, They were: June Dyer and Margaret Hoffman, This left us with eight- 
een gracious members, We presented our play *‘Let Me Out of Here’’. It was a bang up 
success. Those that took part in it were: Germaine, Delos, Henry, Teddy S., John, Donna, 
Margaret, Lola Mae, Loren, and Luci-le, In order to raise money for our Junior-Senior 
banquet was Hawaiian, Marjorie and Dorothy were the only members of the Junior class 
that took Declamation,. Five of the boys out of our class were among the first ten on the 
basketball team. They were: Delos, Teddy S., Loren, Teddy H., ana Anthony. Out of the 
goodness of the Junior hearts Doris was allowed to raise her soprano voice again as 
cheerleader. We never slighted the moonlight and roses either, because “uring this time 
some of our classmates were going steady. They were: Margaret and Loren, Marjorie and 
Henry, Lucille and Charles Meier, Harold and Bonnie, John and Peggy, Dorothy and Don, 
Donna and Robert Bogenhagen, Ruth and Tommy Lutz, Lola Mae and Edmond Khristensen, 
Teddy S. and Janie, Norma and Gene H., Doris was still deciding, Delos was just a wolf 
after everyboy’s heart throb, Anthony just liked to pick up at noon and take them to school 
--that’s all the further he went so he said, and Teddy H. was just another wolf at heart, 
That about winds up our Junior year, except for the day we took off to go to Mitchell to 
visit the college. 


Last but not least our Senior year, Margaret was selected D.A.R. candidate. Again 
Teddy S., Delos, Loren, Anthony, and Teddy H, were on the first ten in the basketball 
team.
